Hi Gang, 
Driving back from the Hamfest, I got to thinking about the comment 


Paul made in his recent post about Regen Rx's. He commented you could 
add a real VFO to a regen detector and make it a Regenerative 


Auidodyne receiver. 


Many of us already have an Audiodyne receiver or as we now call it, 
the Direct Conversion receiver. Adding a Q muliplier to the front end 
tuned circuit would effectivly make a common DC Rx into a 
Regenerative Audiodyne Rx. 


This might be an effective way to solve some of the DC Rx problems in 
respect to overloading with out of band (and some in band) signals by 
making the front end much more selective. 


In the August 1997 issue of *73*, Parker Cope, W2GOM/7 had an article 
called "Negative Resistance RF Preselector", which is basicly a solid 
state "Q" mulitplier. 

It's very simple circuit, a 2N3906, 2N5457 jfet and a few resistors.

The original W9GR DSP unit appeared in the September 1992 
QST. 


I built the first version, the DSP-1, and am very pleased with it. On SSB 
or AM the notch filter takes out heterodyne and makes it possible 


to work phone on 40 meters at night. 


On CW, the digital audio filter is 200 Hz wide with center 
frequencies of 400, 600, 750 or 1,000 Hz. 


There is also a "denoiser" function that cuts down most noise. 


Ramsey is selling the second generation DSP-2 for $199.95 assembled. 
Check it out at http://www.ramseyelectronics.com/ 


But before you order anything, check out W9GR's home page at 
http: //www.oro.net/~w9gr/ 


He has .WAV files there showing all kinds of interference 
with and without the new DSP-III. 


The newest DSP-III costs $170, kit, unassembled, with case. 

This gets a little long but following are the differences between 

the DSP-II and DSP-III taken from a letter Dave, W9GR, sent me in March 
explaining the two: 

"The differences between the 2 and the 3 are: 

1. 13 bit audio codec instead of 8 bits. This means a much wider dynamic 
range, which is especially important for CW where you may have a strong 
interfering station. 


2. Optional AGC in the LMS adaptive modes. 


3. Software AGC in the LMS adaptive modes, which means that the adaptive 
filters behave the same regardless of audio input level. 


4. SSTV filter 

5. European low tones RTTY/FSK filter 
6. DTMF decoder with memory 

7. CTCSS decoder with memory 


8. 1.8 kHz brick wall SSB filter 


9. 2.1 kHz brick wall SSB filter 
10. More CW filters 
11. CW filters can be tuned. 


To answer your specific question about the noise reduction, in that regard, 
the DSP-1 and the DSP-3 are very similar. The DSP-3 does not sound 
substantially different from the DSP-1 in this respect. However, the 
DSP-3's noise reduction is independent of input signal level, whereas with 
the DSP-1, you have to set the audio input level accurately. 


Also, the CW filters will be better in the DSP-3 when there is strong 
adjacent channel interference, because the A/D converter is better in the 
DSP-3." 


Dave is accessible, you can ask him all kinds of questions, and his kit 
worked the first time I plugged it in.

Excellent idea! I've drawn one out myself to take up to my mom's cabin in 
the mountains: 4BZ6 RF amp, 6EA8 (P) regen detector, 8JV8 AF amp and output, 
6EA8 (P) xtal osc, 12AQ5 PA, 6EA8 (T) sidetone osc. (That leaves one of the 
6EA8 triodes for a possible VFO). I think I'll build it for 40 and 30m, 
using a bandset / bandspread arrangement (then I can do SWLing as well). I 
might end up using that extra triode as a crystal calibrator oscillator. 

I'd like to hear what lineup you were considering. 


Finding cases is always the toughest part of building for me. Sometimes I'm 
tempted to use wooden boxes and line them with foil, and an aluminum front 
panel! I picked up a 9x6x5 Bud box that I'll be using for this xcvr. One 
trick was to use back-to-back aluminum chassis as a cabinet, with the 
circuitry mounted on one or more aluminum sheets mounted on brackets inside 
the boxes. I've got a drill press for hole drilling, but a hand drill is 
enough, especially if you back your work up with scrap lumber to get cleaner 
and more accurate holes. For the bigger holes I like the Unibit-style step 
drills. If you stick to miniature tubes you can get by with one or two of 
the smaller sizes. Those and a nibbler tool (I think even Radio Shack sells 
them) should be all you need.

At the end of 
this message I've attached my requests file, which is in approximately the 
order I expect to get them done. Let me know what I'm missing, and also 
whether you think the order is about right.

I have done most of the work on the project 
of combining the ZM-2 tuner and the Heathkit 
HM-9 Wattmeter/SWR meter. 


Having a slight problem. I got the ZM-2 in 
the case first, and made sure it worked FB. 
Then, installed the HM-9. I hooked the 
"Radio Input" and "Antenna Output" directly 
to the panel mount BNC connectors where the 
ZM-2 input/output is. 


It works, but it has an effect on tuning, 

as I expected it would. Light won't go out 

now when tuning my dipole (light went all 

the way out before without the HM-9 connected) . 
Light goes most of the way out, but not all the 
way. 


Also, when monitoring power (0-5watts) on the 
meter, I can actually rotate the tuning controls 
and get the full 5 watts (or so it seems) but 
then when I switch back into tune mode, the LED 
is bright, seeming to indicate the ant is not 
tuned for best SWR. 


Something tells me I need to hook a capacitor 
or diode or SOMETHING in between the HM-9 and 
the BNC connectors where the ZM-2 terminates. 
I don't know enough about electronics to know 
what to do here...any ideas???

It sounds to me like all you need to do is re-tweak TC6 
in the receiver's product detector to get the receiver 
"noise" maxed at about 70QHz, which is the center 
frequency of the RX audio filter. 


The fact that the noise goes from quiet with no antenna 

to a roar with the antenna plugged in means that none 

of the transistors in the RX are too noisy - all the noise 
is coming from the antenna.

Hi Jim -- 


I'm going to plug the Sierra. I have one of the earlier Wilderness Sierras 
(mid-1996) and I love it. Current drain on receive is super low, and even on 
transmit it goes easy on the battery. I love its keying and smooth QSK, too. 
Depending on your keying speed and AGC setting, you might be able to hear 
between the dits. Certainly between characters. I built my Sierra with the 
KC-1 keyer (morse freq readout.) I now have the KC-2 keyer/display but haven't 
built it yet. 


Others may disagree, but I'd say this is not really a beginner's kit. The same 
is probably true for the OHR500. So if you're new to kit building, either try 
to get some local tutoring or build a simpler kit first. (The OHR WM-2 
wattmeter would be an excellent choice, and a very useful tool. I have the 
older WM-1, probably pretty much the same but with no external power 
connection. ) 


One thing that might bother some people: Each Sierra band module has *6* 
toroids to wind. Plus there are 5 toroids on the main board. Although I had 
never wound a toroid, the instructions were very clear and I learned quickly. 

I purchased 6 band modules (80 thru 15), so I had 41 toroids on my bench. That 
was a bunch, so I couldn't do them all at once. I built one band module per 
evening, 30 meters first so I could align against WWV on 10 MHz. After doing a 
few toroids it was routine stuff. Just work neatly, pull each turn tight and 
snug, and count the turns carefully. 


I have no financial interest in Wilderness Radio or Oak Hills Research, but I 
sure do like their products. 
Good luck, whatever your final choice may be.

Preston is only partially correct on this one. I've done a lot of purchasing 
and testing of computer cyrstals for filter work, and have concluded that 

one must buy more cyrstals than are needed for the project and match 

them to get a decent filter, especially if the filter is fairly narrow. 


In general, the crystals in a filter ought to be matched at least within 
10 percent of the filters bandwidth if one is to realize the bandwidth. 
What does that mean. If the filter bandwidth is 250 Hz, then the crystals 
used must not have a frequency spread greater than 25 Hz. If they are 
beyond that limit, the bandwidth will not be realized, and it probably 


will not be at all smooth, but rather lumpy in its frequency response. 
Ideally, the crystals should all be at a single frequency, since the 
coupling capacitors and tuning capacitors are generally specified with 
that constraint. 


Matching them is quite easy, using a simple Colpitts oscillator 
circuit, and a counter, or as Preston suggests, an oscillator and 
another receiver. Each crystal must be operated long enough for 
it to reach thermal stability, usually aroung a minute or two. 


As an example of the problem you'll encounter it you just buy 

5 crystals and use them without any selection, I did an experiment 
this morning, using some of the 4.9152 MHz units purchased for 
2N2/40 building, and other projects. These crystals are made by 
Vishay/Dale and sold by Mouser, part number 73-XT49U491-S, and 

by Allied, part number 895-0610. I've found the Vishay/Dale 
crystals to have the highest Q's and the lowest frequency spread 
of any manufacturer that I've tested. They also seem to be the 
lowest price. 


Here are the data from two groups of 10 crystals that I took out of 
my big bag and measured. 


Group 1 Group 2

As you can see, in each group of 10 there are at least 3 crystals 

that will make a very good filter. In group 1, crystals 1, 8, and 9 
are within 3 Hz of each other. Also notice in this group there is one 
crystal, number 7, that is quite different from the others. This 

is common in a sample this size. In group 2, crystals 3, 4, and 5 

are within 9 Hz of each other. Still very acceptable, and well 

below our target of 25 Hz. 


If you look at the frequency spread of group 1, it covers 102 Hz, from 

the lowest to the highest frequency crystal, and group 2 is even wider. 
It shows a spread of 151 Hz. If you combine the two groups, the spread 
grows to 170 Hz, almost the bandwidth of the filter we're talking about. 


If we were to use the crystal with the lowest frequency, the one with 

the highest frequency, and any one from near the middle and build a filter 
with them, the filter would be almost twice as wide as we expected and 
wanted it to be. 


Another interesting thing takes place with a larger number of crystals 
available. Some of the samples from group 1, which really don't match 
up well with units from that group, are good matches with some of 

the units from the second group. 


So what's the conclusion? Well it is rather simple. If you go 
out and buy just 5 crystals, you could get any of the five shown 
in the two groups. They could be quite close, or they could be 
really far apart. Using three of them without any kind of sorting 
for the 2N2/40 filter may yield a pretty lousy filter. With some 
matching, you can always make it better. If you buy a set of 10 
crystals and measure them, you will most likely get at least one 
really good set of 3, and maybe more. If you go in with a friend 
or two, and buy 20 or more crystals, you will get several sets 

of three, probably matched within a few Hz.

>It sounds to me like all you need to do is re-tweak TC6 
>in the receiver's product detector to get the receiver 
>"noise" maxed at about 700Hz, which is the center 
>frequency of the RX audio filter. 


I've actually been able to get my frequency counter to "read" the noise 
peak of the productor detector BFO adjustment. I use the counter in my 
DMM connected to the audio output. Just hook it up to ground and to the 
top of R58. With the AF gain at about mid-setting, there is enough signal 
to allow the counter to take a reading. I noticed the peak AF voltage to 
be at about 800 Hz using a AF voltmeter, but I tuned the product detector 
to about 600 Hz to match up with the same frequency as the TiCK's 
Sidetone, and because my ears also prefer the lower audio tone.

> Paul, why do you use PNP transistors in the "regulator"? Could you just 
> as easily use NPNs? 


Yes, you can use either NPN's, PNP's, or any diode (1N914, etc.) you've 
got laying around. I used PNP's because I've got gobs of them and 

seldom seem to find a use for them -hi. All you're doing is making 

ABOUT 2V of bias for the regen stage, which is what gives the Desert 

Ratt a "soft" regen action, intended more for voice detection. This 2V 
runs through L3 to the collector, so Vcc for the regen stage Q2 is only 
2V. Running Q2 off of 9V makes the regen point VERY hard to attain and 
maintain. So each transistor or diode drops about 0.7v to make a cheapie 
2V regulator, so the "point" of regeneration is rather consistent inspite 
of the battery voltage. 


You could replace those diodes/transistors with a resistor or trim pot 
to set 2-3V on Q2 collector, but it would be a bit sensitive to the 
dropping battery voltage as you used it. 


One of the neat things about these regens are how TOLERANT they are to 
changes in circuit values. If you don't have the exact value shown, 
use the closest you have, and there's a good chance it will still work. 
An ideal "junk box" project. 


BTW, Q2 is an untuned RF amplifier that really helps. L2 is optional; 
R2 as the collector load alone works well. The input filter C1-C2-L1 
is a high pass filter to attenuate frequencies below around 3-4MHz, 
mostly if you have an AM station near you, so thus is also optional if 
you don't have that problem. Connecting the antenna directly to the 
base of Q1 through a cap works well too, just offers no filtering. 


I found my original Desert Ratt yesterday I built years ago, and will 
clean it up, tweak it up, etc. later today for bringing it to HamCom. 
(The LM386 is missing for starters!). Just for those interested, I wound 
my L3 on a 3-inch piece of a plastic IC shipping tube. I glued a 6-32 


nut into the end of the tube with RTV (Super Blue). A 1-1/2 inch long 
6-32 bolt goes into this nut, with a 1/4-inch threaded spacer screwed 
on that butts against the head end of the bolt, which is about 1/4" 
diameter for mounting a knob. Thus, you turn the knob and this screws 
the bolt further into (or out of) the IC tube with L3, changing the 
inductance slightly, and acts as a very nice FINE TUNE control. L3 is 
then mounted a couple of inches above the copper clad board with heavy 
buss wire soldered to the board and punched through the ends of the 
plastic IC tube for aligning it with the front panel hole for the Fine 
Tune control. It's a real "kluge," but works pretty good. The front 
panel is clear plastic to reduce hand capacity effects.

The other evening I was hunting for CW activity on 80 m when I came upon a 
rather disturbing QSO. One station referred to 80 m (CW) as a "...dead and 
dying band." The other quickly agreed. Both stations were on the west 
coast. I believe there is more activity on the east coast, but still this 
is a sad state of affairs. There seems to be more interest in 160 m than in 
80 m these days. 


80 m CW was always one of my favorite bands when I was a kid because it was 
such a challenge. It was never easy for me to get up a good antenna ona 
suburban lot, and the noise level was high. I still face the same 
challenges, and I still get a thrill when I work even 2000 miles QRP on 
this band. (I'll never forget when I worked F5IN on 3505, running an HW8 to 
a 40m dipole up 20'!) 80 m is also great on Field Day's sunday 
morning--I've worked 20 to 50 stations in just an hour or so using QRP when 
the band was quiet. 


80 m xis* underutilized, especially on the west coast, and the QRP 
community may be able to do something about it. The New England QRP Club 
has done a great job over the years of promoting operating on the 
color-burst frequency, 3579 kHz, and there seems to be some QRP contest 


activity up there on occasion. But there isn't nearly as much general 
interest in 80 m as one would hope to see. 


So, let's take the 80 m challenge and pepper the band with QRP QSOs on 
evenings when we might have been tempted to limit ourselves to 40 m. Making 
contact on 40 then moving down to 80 is another possibility. 


Perhaps we can stimulate further interest by having a "starting now" 
Worked-All-States QRP "refresher" contest on this band. A focus on 80m 
antenna strategies would also be a welcome addition to the technical 
discussions on QRP-L and in the QRP journals. 


Note that the stations I referred to earlier were ragchewing on about 3545 
kHz. Most activity I hear on 80 m CW is in the range of 3500-3515 and 
3530-3550, so we're less likely to perk up the band if we hang out strictly 
at 3560 or 3579-80. The QRO operators on 80 m are often very good operators 
with excellent ears, having put up with static crashes for so many years, 
and we should be trying to work them, not just each other. (Isn't this one 
way that lots of QRO ops first find out how much fun QRP might be?) 


Personally, I'm going to work on my antenna situation and try to put out a 
better signal on 80, then setup my K2 to scan 3500-3565 on evenings when 
I'm not doing anything else. I'm going to set my states counter to zero and 
go for it. I hope to work some of you in the coming months. (Obviously, 80 
m gets noisier in the summer, so this is a both a short-term and long-term 
prospect! ) 


A final thought: Perhaps 80 m is "top band" for QRPers. 160 m is 
traditionally given this honor, but that band is unlikely to ever hold much 
interest for the average antenna-limited QRP operator. It's a KW world down 
there.

I agree, Wayne, It absolutely was my favorite (and only) band when I first 
started. I still remember vividly how excited I was (at 13 years of age) 
when I realized I was working New York state from Oregon with a 579 report 
(W2PEO--I still remember his call) using my 50 watt homebrew xmtr, a BC-348 
receiver, and a dipole. Now, you have to understand, I had great people 
helping me to get started, but they all had big 500 watt or better AM/CW 
stations. My expectations weren't all that high when I first started. Some 
years later, when I got interested in "real" QRP, I quickly discovered I 
could do it with a couple of watts or less. 


Anyway, I'm game for keeping an ear open on that band. Sounds like fun to 
me. Our timing may be a little off since it is getting close to summer 
("noiseville"), but we can work around that O.K.

Charles KC5DXQ asks about a dipole fed with "twin-lead" and a balanced tuner. 
I just put as much wire as I can, as high as I can and let it play as it will. 
However, as the wires get longer (multiples of 1/4 and 1/2 wavelengths and 
longer) the radiation patterns develope lobes. This can be beneficial. 
Imagine the "cloverleaf" pattern of a 1 wavelength harmonic antenna and 
orient the lobes toward the desired areas i.e. NE/SW/NW/SE. The radiation 

is maximized toward Europe/So.Pacific and also lobes toward JA/So.Africa and 
the Carribbean. So, from Florida there isn't as much radiation in the direc- 
tion of So.California and Central Africa. I can live with that. <grin> 

The question of cutting for a 40m freq. I say cut it for the lowest freq. 

you intend to operate (plan for the upgrades in license too.) 7001 Kc. ??? 
and remember, if the dipole is a "flat-top", there will be deep nulls off 
the ends of the wires. If the antenna is Inverted Vee - it will be mostly 
omnidirectional. Wire antennas are simple and easy to put up and take down.

I am certainly no gooroo (at anything), but personally, I use the Handbook 
(ARRL) formula for a wire dipole 1 = 468/f 


So, 468/7.125 = 65.68 or 32.84 for each 1/4 wave 
Then, I cut it looong as this is like a haircut, easier to take off than add. 


Finally, (call me an empiricist) I trim for resonance as desired. I usually 
use an SWR analyzer with alligator clips to connect right at the feedpoint 
or use the rig at the end of the coax. You may not be using coax? And 
intending to always use the tuner? Anyway, keep it long as you will want 

to move lower in the band (7040 and below) some day. 


If you are always using a tuner, cut it for 7040 (468/7.040 = 66.5') and you 
will be able to easily match that. 


Just what I do here.
